Washington Report by Senator Spessard Holland 


SENATE REFUSES TO 
SUBMIT DIRKSEN 
AMENDMENT 

On Wednesday, April 20, 
the Senate again failed to 
pass the so-called Dirksen 
Amendment by which every 
state would be permitted, 
by statewide vote of its 
people, to determine that 
one house only of its legis- 
lature may have its mem- 
bership apportioned on a ba- 
sis other than that of strict 
population. 

The vote was 55-38 for 
submission of the amend- 
ment, but a two-thirds vote 
is required. 

The fact is that since the 
beginning of our country 
most states have adopted the 
so-called federal plan under 
which one house of each 
legislature was set up on a 
basis other than strict popu- 
lation. The wisdom of hav- 
ing direct representation for 
sparsely settled or remote 
areas which were being de- 
veloped by pioneer people 
who wished to have a re- 
presentative from among 
their own neighbors, whom 
they could see and talk to 
about their problems and 
ambitions for greater de- 
velopment, had become a 
traditional part of the Amer 
ican system. The 14th A- 
mendment, upon which the 
Supreme Court based its 
so-called one-man one-vote 
decision, was submitted in 
1866 by a Congress whose 
members later approve new 
constitutions for all of the 
Southern states which con- 
tained the traditional prin- 
ciple. The 14th amendment 
could never have been a- 
dopted if anyone had dream 
ed that such an interpreta. 
tion of its meaning as that 
announced by the Supreme 
Court would ever be made. 


Most states which ratified 
it retained the traditional 
provision in their constitu- 
tions up to the present day. 

When one looks at the 
undeveloped areas of the 
midwest and mountain 
states extending all the way 
from North Dakota, Mon- 
tana and Idaho to the Rio 
Grande, or at the new states 
of Alaska and Hawaii, it is 
difficult to understand how 
any student of government 
would want to withhold 
from the people of each 
state the right to decide for 
themselves what type of dis- 
tribution of membership of 
one house only of their leg- 
islature would best serve 
their needs, with the clear 
requirement that the other 
house must always be ap- 
portioned on a strict popu- 
lation basis. The form of 
the Dirksen Amendment 
which was turned down 
Wednesday required that 
the legislature of any rati- 
fying state would first have 
to be distributed on the one- 
man one-vote basis prior to 
ratification. It also requir- 
ed that at the first submis- 
sion to the voters of the 
entire state, or any later 
submission of any different 
plan of distribution affect- 
ing one house of its legis- 
ture, there be submátted an 
alternate plan requiring the 
strict population basis to ap- 
ply to bath houses of the 
legislature. 

Apparently those who ор- 
posed the amendment are 
not wiling to trust the 
people of each state to de- 
cide for themselves this im- 
portant and even basic 
question. As the problem be 
comes more clearly under- 
stood in the future I shall 
expect the number in the 
Senate who will approve tne 


rinciple of the Dirksen A- 
mendment to increase and 
become much more than the 
two-thirds required by the 
Constitution to submit a 
constitutional amendment. 


CO-SPONSORSHIP 
OF TAX RELIEF BILL 

I have joined with Sena- 
tor McCarthy (Minn) and 
others in the co-sponsorship 
cf a bill to amend the Inter. 
nal Revenue Code. If enact- 
ed, the measure would as- 
sure that employees who 
are required to move, and 
who are reimbursed by their 
employers for certain types 
of moving expenses, will 
not be required to pay an 
income tax on such moving 
allowances. 

SPACE CENTER 
PICKETING 
DEPLORABLE 

Last Tuesday I called the 
Senate's attention to the 
serious aspects of the strik- 
ing electricians' recent pic- 
keting of all five gates at 
the Kennedy Space Center. 
This apparent attempt to 
disrupt construction of great 
importance to the nation 
was, in my opinion, indefin- 
sible. Action of this sort, in 
the face of strong requests 
by the Air Force and NASA 
is one example why Con- 
gress should not repeal Sec- 
tion 14(b) of the Taft-Hart- 
ley Act or approve the situs 
picketing bill now pending 
in the House. 

The more than 700 con- 
struction workers from a- 
mong a total of some 1,161 
who refused to honor the 
picket lines at the Cape are 
to be commended for their 
patriotism. I am glad to note 
that the strikers on Wednes-* 
day picketed only one of the 
five gates.

Spring Clean-Up: 


Here's How to Make 
Home Spic and Span 


Spring Clean-Up Week is rolling around again, and you 
can do your share toward making your home and your com- 
munity a better place to live by following these few simple 
suggestions, says the American Insurance Association. 

+ You can start the clean-up job in your own attic. This 
is frequently a place where old newspapers, furniture, and 
other discarded combustibles collect. Go through the news- 
papers and old magazines, and throw out those you no 
longer want. There will be a new newspaper arriving to- 
morrow, and new magazines next week or next month. 

* Also, look around the attic and see if there is any doth- 
ing you will never wear. Throw it out or give it to a char- 
itable organization which, in turn, will pass it on to some 
needy person or sell the garment for rags. Many charitable 
organizations make a good income through selling old news- 
papers and rags, and you can help the charity by turning 
these old combustibles into useful dollars. 

* Check the attic light. If it is not working right, have 
it repaired by a qualified electrician. 

+ Now, check fire hazards that may exist in the bedroom 
closets. If there are old blankets or worn out sheets and 
other items you may never use again, throw these ош, too, 
or give them to a charitable organization. And, incidentally, 
never step into unlighted closets with lighted candles or 
matches. Always use a flashlight. In fact, it is a good plan 
to keep a flashlight on the shelf in closets that are fre- 
quently used. 

* In bedrooms, too, check lights, extension cords and 
switches, and have them repaired by a qualified service man 
if they are not in good operating order. Window air con- 
ditioners should be serviced at least once a year by a qualified 
maintenance man to be sure the unit is well lubricated and 
will run smoothly. A dry overheated bearing in a motor 
can cause an unwanted fire. In bedrooms, too, throw out 
old newspapers and magazines if they have accumulated. 

+ If you have smokers in your house, make sure that there 
are plenty of ash trays in every room, including the bed- 
rooms. And keep in mind that one should never smoke in 
bed. Matches and smoking are a leading cause of fires, and 
are responsible for one out of every five fires. 

+ In the living room and dining room, as in the bedroom, 
make sure that all electrical equipment is in working order. 
Check extension cords if you use them, and never run them 
under rugs, over hooks or nails or in any place where they 
might be subject to wear or damage. Remember, American 
Insuránce Association studies show that every fifth fire is 
caused by misuse of electricity. 

ein the kitchen all electrical equipment should be 
checked, If you use a gas range, make sure the pilot light 
is working properly. If you have a towel rack, it should never 
be placed Where towels will hang over an open flame. Keep 
range ovens, broilers and burners free of grease, and if you 
have a grease container it should be, kept away from the 
range. 

© Basements, like attics, are places where unneeded com- 
bustibles accumulate. Throw out any old newspapers or 
magazines that have collected there during the winter. 
Store flammables like cans of paint in a corner well away 
from the household heating unit. If you have been painting, 
and have oily rags, nearly empty paint containers or worn 
out brushes, throw them out. 

If you have an attached garage, cleaning it up is part of 
the over-all job. If oil has dripped on the garage floor dur- 
ing the winter, clean it up and scour the oilstained spot 
with a grease-cutting detergent. If you keep gasoline in the 
garage for use in a power lawn mower or an outboard motor 
boat, be sure you keep it in a container listed by Under- 
writers Laboratories. If it is listed, it will bear the U.L. label. 

When you clean up your yard, place your rakings on 
the curb where they can be picked up by the trash col. 
lector. It is advisable not to burn leaves. Most communities 
prohibit outside fires or require the householder to get a 
permit to burn leaves or trash. 

‘One reason civic authorities oppose leaf burning is that 
the smoke from the fire adds to the contamination of air 
already polluted to an uncomfortable degree. Another rea- 
son is that the sparks from an outside fire, if carried by the 
wind, can start another fire some distance away. 

If you are in a locality which permits the burning of 
leaves, never start a fire on a windy day. And before you 
start it, be sure the garden hose is hooked up to the faucet 
and ready for use in case the fire gets out of hand. 

A final note: If you have checked your house from top 
to bottom as suggested here, and if you have thrown out 
unneeded combustibles, you have reduced the fire hazards 
in your home, and, at the same time, made it a pleasanter 
place in which to live.

Growing Roses 
In Florida 


For those of you who like 
io spend some time in the 
gardemeach week, growing 
roses in Florida can be a 
satisfying hobby. 

However, Dr. S. E. Mc- 
Fadden, assistant horticul- 
turalist with the state's 
Agricultural Experiment 
Stations, warns that cer- 
tain practices are necessary 
to ensure healthy plants de 
beautifu] looking blooms. 

Roses are classed as "high 
maintenance" plants in 
Florida, but this shouldn't 
scare you 

A plentiful supply of 
roses can be had as long as 
you care for the plants pro- 
perly and allow each to 
reach maturity, 

“Roses are going to re- 
quire grooming such as se- 
lective trimming at month- 
ly intervals" Dr. McFad- 
den says, "and they'll also 
need weekly applications of 
fungicides Jike Dithane 
M-54, Maneb and Platan to 
control the leaf disease 
blackspot.” 

Additional grooming will 
include the removal of fad- 
ed flowers after each "flush 
of bloom.” This improves 
the plant's appearance and 
stops fruit development. 

Except for grooming and 
pest control differences, cul- 
tural practices for growing 
roses in Florida are similar 
to those for growing other 
flowering shrubs. 

Roses grow large here in 
Florida and should be given 
“more space than in colder 
climates.” Winter protec- 
tion practices such as deep 
planting or covering are 
not necessary, but anchor- 
ing taller varieties to cut 
dim wind damage is need- 


or. McFadden says Ever- 


blooming varieties grafted . 


on rosa fortuniana root- 
stock are recommended, but 
these varieties with other 
kinds of roots systems “can 
be grown successfully. 

1f you already have your 
rose garden underway that's 
one thing, but if you're 
planning to start a new one 
an important factor in buy- 
ing roses is the kind of root 
system. 

Experiment Station tests 
have determined that roses 
grafted on the fortuniana 
stock grow larger, more vig- 
orously, produce more flow- 
ers and live several years 
longer than plants grown 
on any other rootstock. 
Grafted plants are made 


„up of two different roses. 


One forms the rootstock 


top. Most of the roses sold 
have been grafted on one of 
three rootstocks — Fortun-

Trode is the-lifeblood of 
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Pooled Interviews Being Held 
As Glades Harvest Season Wanes : 


Harvest season in the 
Glades is soon to end, as 
every Gladian knows, but 
what he may not know is 
how the many thousands of 
laborers get about the coun- 
try where their services are 
needed by the strawberry, 
cherry, truck gardeners, & 
other growers to the north. 

The Florida State Em- 
ployment Service office in 
Belle Glade is one of many 
such offices in Florida 
where “Pooled Interviews" 
are going on right now, ac- 
cording to Mr. Kates, Farm 
Labor Representative at the 
Belle Glade office. 

Last Thursday Mr. Mose- 
ly, manager of the local of- 
fice, was host to farm labor 
representatives from most 
of the states lying on the 
eastern seaboard of the 
United States, and from 
other states such as Michi- 
gan where agricultural help 
is needed. 

Group conferences of 
farm labor representatives 
are called “Pooled Inter- 
views" by the employment 
people. Employment offic- 
jals of all states which need 
farm labor cooperate to 
help make the exodus of la- 
borers from one agricultural 
area to another an orderly 
and efficient affair. 

At the pooled interviews 
farm labor representatives 
meet with local officials 
and farm labor crew lead- 
ers for the purpose of fill- 
ing orders given them by 
the growers back home. A 
"crew leader" is not an of- 
ficial of the employment 
service, but is an individual 
who owns some kind of 
transportation in which he 
can haul a group of labor- 
ers from one place to an- 
other. 

A crew leader may maké 
just one trip with a load of 
laborers, or he may make 
a number of trips back & 
forth from labor supply to 
labor market. If he makes 
just one trip, he usually 
takes a job in the area 
where his transportation can 
be making money for him. 
If his bus is not full, he will 
make efforts along the way 
to obtain more passengers. 

The crew leader's expen- 
ses are paid by the grower 
who needs the men he can 
haul, and usually the grow- 
er agrees with the laborer 
himself to defray at least 
a part of the cost of trans- 
portation, In many cases the 
laborer's entire cost of tra- 
vel is paid by the grower. 


No particular size bus or 
vehicle is needed. If he can 
carry ten or more passen- 
gers, the law requires mini- 
mum safety standards and 
adequate insurance. 

The advantages of the 
system are obvious, accord- 
ing to Mr. Kates, Belle

Freighter Amarylis — 
Will Be Leaving Soon 


Glades visitors to coastal 
beaches have found the 
freighter Amarylis a fine 
attraction, as has everyone 
who has not had the opport- 
unity to inspect one of the 
workhorses of the sea.at 
close range. 

It is easy to strike up a 
conversation with anyone 
who comes to view the ship. 
Speculation as to “What 
really happened” is good for 
as long as you want to 
watch the ship, and an 
equally good conversation 
piece is “How I would get 
her out of there.” All of us 
landlubbers are especially 
good on the latter subject. 

The 441 foot Amaryis was 
blown ashore on Singer Is- 
land last September by 
Hurricane Betsy, and has 
sat majestically on the 
beach since then. Small 
boys wade out just to touch 
her rough hide, and braver 
souls swim around'her. But 
she won't be there very 
much longer. 

Her ignominious end will 
be that of a tow barge be- 
ing dragged from port to 
port on the end of a cable, 
her spacious insides full of 
bulk grain, or fertilizer, or 
ore. The State Board of 
Conservation has ruled that 
all salvage operations must 
not endanger the beach, so 
the owners had to abandon 
a plan to cut a gap in the 
offshore reef which has 
held her prisoner. 

The owners have announ- 
ced that the Amarylis will 
be stripped of all machinery 
and super structure in order 
to make her light enough 
to float over the reef. Only 
an additional three feet of 
floatation will accomplish 
this, officials say. Right 
now the ship is full of wa- 


ter to make her stay in one 
place. 

The stripping job will re- 
quire about eight weeks 
time, officials of the steam- 
ship line state.

Danger Sign 
For Plants 


One su ign that a plant is 
in “trouble” is a yellowing of the 
leaves. This is a symptom of dis 
order, such as a fever when we 
are ill. 

There are many troubles that 
will cause leaf yellowing: i 
sects, diseases, lack of fertilizer, 

ater, or iron deficiency. 
The most perplexing to the gar- 
dener is iron deficiency, which 
can occur even when the plant 
has ample water and fertilizer 
and there are no signs of insects 
and diseases. 

Iron anemia in, plants shows 
up by a yellowing between the 
veins of the leaf. It happens even 
in good soil because the iron can 
get chemically “tied up” and not 
be available to the plant.
